12 O'CLOCK P.M. TO A QUARTER PAST I O'CLOCK A.M., 
AND WAS ME NT I ONE D IN MANY NORWEGIAN NEWSPAPERS. 

Three persons who were on their way home in a 

CAR, CAUGHT SIGHT OF A ROUND, GLOSSY AND REDDISH 
SPHERIAL OBJECT, WHICH TURNED UP BEHIND A RIDGE 
AND CAME TOWARDS THEM. At FIRST THE WITNESS' 
THOUGHT THAT IT WAS AN AEROPLANE, BUT THEY QUICK- 
LY SAW THAT IT WAS NOT, WHEREUPON THEY TURNED 
THE CAR AND SET OFF IN PURSUIT OF THE GLOBE. IT 
LOOKED AS IF IT WOULD LAND AT SUNDE, BUT IT 
CONTINUED TOWARDS HALSOY, WHERE IT KEPT STAND ING 
IN THE AIR FOR ALMOST AN HOUR. ThE OBSERVERS 
DROVE HOMEWARD S, AND GOT TWO FIELD-GLASSE S , A 
7 . 50 AND A 30 . 40. IT TURNED OUT THAT THE 

OBJECT MOVED UP AND DOWN AND SIDEWAYS. WHEN IT 
AT LAST FLEW SOUTH, THERE APPERED A REDDISH 
COLOUR OR GLEAM ON THE RIGHT SIDE OF THE OBJECT, 
AND ONE COULD SEE A RED TA IL FOLLOWING THE 
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object. The object disappeared behind some trees 

SOUTH. 

The second observation took place in the 
Bergen area too, but it was in the afternoon at 

A QUARTER PAST IC O'CLOCK P.M. ThE FIRST OB¬ 
SERVATION WAS PROLONGED, THE SECOND, ON THE 
OTHER HÅND, TOOK ONLY 6 SECONDS. THE OBSERVER 
RECOUNTS THAT HE STOOD OUTSI DE HIS HOUSE 
WATERING THE LAWN, WHEN A SHINING OBJECT APPEA- 
RED HIGH IN THE SOUTH-WEST PART OF THE SKY. IT 
WAS BRIGHT AS GOLD, AND THE SHAPE WAS LIKE TWO 
GLOBES CONNECTED BY A BAR. WlTH VE RY HIGH SPEED 
THE OBJECT FLEW TOWARDS THE NORTH-WEST, WHERE 
I T SEEMED TO DISAPPEAR OUT I NTO SPACE ALMOST 
30° OVER THE HORIZON. "In SPI TE OF THE SHORT 
OBSERVATION TIME, I DREW MY NEIGHBOUR'S ATTEN¬ 
TION TO THE OBJECT, SO WE WERE TWO, WHO SAW IT", 
THE REPORT ENDS.

CLASSI C REPORT FROM DENMARK 


The 27th of April 1960 at about 3.00 a.m. in 

THE MORNING MR NN WAS DRIVING IN HIS CAR ON THE 
ROAD BETWEEN SLAGELSE AND NaESTVED. ABOUT II 
KILOMETRES SOUTH OF SLAGELSE HE PASSED THE 
ESTATE OF "GYLDENHOLM". THE SPEED WAS ABOUT 60 
KILOMETRES PER HOUR. THE AIR SLIGHTLY MISTY AND 
THE BREEZE WAS LIGHT. THE OBSERVER TELLS THAT 
HE HAD A FEELING OF BE ING WATCHED BY SOMETHING 
WHICH HE COULDN'T DEFINE. 

AFTER HAVING LEFT THE WOOD WHICH SURROUNDS THE 
MAIN BOULD ING OF THE ESTATE, HE NOT ICED, SOUTH¬ 
WEST IN A HEIGHT OF ABOUT 20°, AN INTENSELY 
SHINING, WHITELY CIRCLE WHICH APPROACHED WITH 
HIGH SPEED. WlTHIN 3-4 SECONDS THE CIRCLE HAD 
MOVED TOWARDS THE CAR AND SUDDENLY, VERY CLOSE 
TO HIM IT STOPPED. AT ONCE THE IGNITION OF THE 
MOTOR AND THE LIGHT WERE SWITCHED, As THE OB¬ 
SERVER FELT THAT THE MOTOR DIDN'T PULL, HE UN- 
COUPLES, DRIVES TO THE RIGHT SIDE OF THE ROAD 
AND STOPPED. HE STOPPED IN A DISTANCE OF ABOUT 
6 METRES FROM THE OBJECT. 

The observer now saw that it was a so-called 
"Flying Saucer". The size of it he estimated to 

BE ABOUT 9x6 METRES (wI DTh/hEI GHT). THE SHAPE 
OF IT WAS SOMETHING LIKE TWO BOWLS PLACED 
AGAINST EACHOTHER WITH A BROAD SHINING STRENG 
APPROXI MATELY ACROSS THE CENTRE BESIDES A SMAL¬ 
LER STRIPE OR DEFT ON THE TOP OF IT. ON THE VERY 
TOP OF IT AT SOMETHING WHICH LOOKED LIKE A SMALL 
SUPERSTRUCTURE, A NARROW FLOURISCING STRIPE WAS 
RUNNING ACROSS. AT THE FOOT 3 ROUND, LUMINOUS 
SPOTS WHICH THE OBSERVER THOUGHT WERE PORT-HOLES 
(SEE THE SKETCH), WERE DISPERSED. THE OBJECT WAS 
SHINING GREY-GREEN. 

WHILE THE OBSERVER WAS REGARDING THE OBJECT 
WHICH WAS STILL HANG ING ABOUT 3 METRES FROM THE 
GROUND, THREE LEGS CAME SLIDI NO OUT FROM THE 
BOWLFORMED HOLLOWS ON THE UNDER SIDE OF THE 
OBJECT. BEFORE TOUCHING THE GROUND A THICK, CY- 
LINDRICAL TUBE WAS SLIDING TOWARDS THE GROUND 
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AND AT THE BOTTOM OF THE TUBE A SQUARE OPENING 
APPEARED . 

The observer was not afraid but perhaps rather 

A LITTLE BIT APATHETIC. HE THOUGHT OF LEAVING 
THE CAR BUT DETERMINDED SUDDENLY TO REMAIN, BE- 
CAUSE FOUR PERSONS ONE AFTER ANOTHER WERE COMING 
OUT OF AN OPENING. ThEY WERE MOVING TOWARDS THE 
CAR WITH SLOW, GRACEFUL MOVEMENTS, LIKE FROGMEN 
WALKING ON THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA. THE FOUR PER¬ 
SONS WERE DRESSED IN GREENLY SHINING COSTUMES ON 
WHICH, ON THE FRONT THREE DARK, VERTICAL STRIPES 
OF THE ONE IN THE MIDDLE WAS THE LONGEST, WERE 
SEEN. WHILE THEY WERE MOVING TOWARDS THE CAR, A 
THICK CABLE WAS SLIDING OUT OF THE LOWER PART OF 
THE OBJECT IN THE DIRECTION OF THE CAR. THE 
CABLE STOPPED ABOUT 2 METRES FROM THE RIGHT WIN- 
DOW OF THE CAR. NEXT TO THE CAR THE CABLE ENDED 
IN A SQUARE SCREEN IN WHICH A ROUND, WHI TE 
LIGHTENING LENS WAS SEEN. ThE SCREEN WAS SUPPORTED 
BY THE CABLE IN A HE I G HT OF ABOUT I METRE. MEAN- 
WHILE THE 4 PERSONS HAD SURROUNDED THE CAR, TWO 
OF THEM AT THE LE FT DOOR OF THE CAR. IN THEIR 
HÅNDS THEY ALL HAD SOMETHING WHICH LOOKED LIKE A 
RATHER LONG SLENDER LANTERN WHICH THEY PLACED 
TOWARDS THE CAR SEVERAL PLACES. 

The observer describes the persons as being 

MUCH.ALIKE ORDINARY PEOPLE, STILL THEY WERE ONLY 
ABOUT 90 CENTIMETRES IN HEIGHT. ThEIR FACES WERE 
MUCH LIKE OURS BUT SEEMED TO BE MORE FLATTENED. 
THEY MOVED THEIR MOUTHS AS IF THEY WERE SPEAKING 
BUT NOT A SINGLE SOUND WAS HEARD. THAT 1 S WHY 
EVERYTHING WAS QUI TE DURING THE OBSERVATION 
APART FROM THE SOUND OF A FA I NT HUMMING LIKE 
FROM A SYSTEM OF HIGH VOLTAGE. 

SHORTLY AFTER THE FOUR PERSONS RETURNED TO THE 
CRAFT AND WENT INSIDE, THE OPENING WAS CLOSED, 

THE CABLE WAS DRAWN BACK IN THE OBJECT AND AT 
LAST THE LEGS WERE PULLED INSIDE, TOO. UNDER A 
VERY BRIGHT LIGHT THE OBJECT RAI SED WITH AN 
ENOURMOUS SPEED AND DISAPPEARED IN THE SAME 
DIRECTION FROM WHICH IT HAD COME. IT WAS OUT OF 
SIGHT IN A FE W SOCONDS. 
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AFTER A MOMENT THE OBSERVER CAME TO BECAUSE THE 
IGNITION BULB BEGAN TO LIGHTEN. NOW THE OBSERVER 
WENT OUT OF THE CAR AND DISCOVERED AT ONCE A 
STRANGE SMELL WHICH HE COULDN'T IDENTIFY. WhEN 
HE TRIED TO PUT HIS HÅNDS DOWN I NTO THE MARKS 
FROM THE LEGS OF THE OBJECT, HE FELT A STRONG 
HEAT. The TIME OF THE observation was estimated 
TO BE AT ABOUT 4 MINUTES, BECAUSE THE OBSERVER'S 
WATCH WHICH USUALLY KEPT PERFECT TIME, LATER 
SHOWED TO BE 4 MINUTES LATE. IT HAD OBVIOUSLY 
STOPPED AT THE SAME TIME AS THE CAR. AFTERWARDS 
WHEN THE OBSERVER TRIED TO START THE CAR IT 
WORKED AT ONCE. 

IN THE YEARS AFTER THE OBSERVATION THE OBSER¬ 
VER HAS NOT ICED THAT ON THE SPOT, WHERE THE OB¬ 
SERVATION TOOK PLACE, HAS THE VEGETATION BEEN 
VERY SLOW, BECAUSE OF A SMALL SPOT MADE BY THE 
CRAFT. IT HASN'T BEEN POSSIBLE TO RE-EXAMINE SUCH 
A LONG TIME AFTER THE OBSERVATION. ThERE ARE 
POSSIBLY A FEW BARE SPOTS ON THE GROUND BUT IT 
MIGHT AS WELL BE CAUSED OF MANY OTHER THINGS 
THAN THE LANDING. 

The report is recorded in the year of 1966 and 

SIGNED BY THE OBSERVER ON THE I IT H OF NOVEMBER. 

The observer is a painter from the middle of 
Zealand. Our representatives have the impression 

THAT MR NN IS SOBER-MINDED AND THAT HE REALLY 
HAS HAD THE EXPERIENCE. THE REASON, WHY THE RE¬ 
PORT IS SO OLD, IS THAT MR NN HASN'T MENTIONED 
IT BEFORE, EXCEPT TO A VERY FEW PEOPLE. HE WANTS 
COMPLETELY ANONYMITY, TOO. 

The drawning which is shown next page hasn't 

BEEN DRAWN BY THE OBSERVER HIMSELF BECAUSE HE IS 
VERY BAD AT THAT KIND OF THINGS. BUT THE DRAWNING 
HAS BEEN BUILD UP BY ME ANS OF HIS ADVICE AND 
INSTRUCTION AND IS ALMOST AS ACCURATE AS IT CAN 
BE ACCORDING TO HIS DESCRIPTION. We HAVE TRIED 
TO MAKE THE SHAPE AND ME A SU RES AS ACCURATE AS 
POSSI BLE .
